Baron Chinda asked Secretary Bry- 
an to transmit through the American embassy at 
Berlin to the Japanese minister instructions in de- 
tail as to the course he is to pursue if no answer is 
returned. 
Secretary Bryan says that his communi- 


cation to Japan of "the open door policy" in the far 
east had gone through the 
American embassy in 


Tokio.

GERMANS DEMAND LARGE INDEMNITY OF BRUSSELS 


London, Aug. 22.—The German 


advance in Belgium is going on 
today, apparently without serious 
check. Having taken Brussels the 
troops are forcing their way stoaJ- 
ily to the north and west. They 
have occupied Qhent and arc ap- 
proaching 
Bruges 
and Ostend. 


They appear to be endeavoring 
to overrun north and west Bel- 


gium. At the same time they ap- 
pear to be closing on the French 
frontier. 


It is reported at Antwerp that 


the Germans will not continue tu 
occupy Brussels, contenting them- 
selves with occupying the city. 
This may be altered by the atti- 
tude of the 
city treasurer of 


Brussels, who is quoted as saying 


that he will never pay over the 
$40,000,000 demanded by the Ger- 
mans as a war tax. 


The concentration of the Bel- 


gium army before Antwerp is 
said to have been accomplished in 
good order and the morale of the 
troops remains unimpaired. Whilo 
the German patrols are close to 
Antwerp no strong detachments 


are reported near the city. Wheth- 
er or not the Germans will at- 
tempt 
to capture Antwerp, or 


simply invest it, is not yet made 
clear.
